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W hat Price Yearlings? 


HIS issue of TiHik BLoop-Horst is full of ad- 
vertisements which will interest prospective 
buyers of Saratoga yearlings. In the next three 
issues the yearling advertisements will continue 
to vie with the regular text for the attention of 
buyers. The August 5 rumber of Titik BLoop- 
Horsk will be a sort of directory and handbook 
for the Saratoga purchaser, since it will include 
not only many pages of advertising but also a 
complete list of vearlings to be sold, arranged 
according to sires and indexed according to con- 
signors and the nights on which they will be sold. 
Saratoga is one of the most fascinating games 
in the world of sports. It has everything that a 
good game should have, action, suspense, chance, 
skill, and the prospect of rich reward for those 
who are the most skilful or the most lucky. 
But Saratoga is also a very serious business 
Buyers want good horses, sellers want 
Before the two of them are satis-

good prices.. 
fied something like a million and a half dollars 
must change hands through the Fasig-Tipton 
Company next month. Most of the buyers and 
sellers would like to know whether prices are 
going to be up or down this year. 

THE BLoop-HORse’s opinion, for whatever it is 
worth, is that the market will not be greatly 
different from that of 1988, when 559 lots sold 
for $1,805,700, an average of $2,336. But we are 
not at all confident that the average will be as 
high as in 1988. 

There are several fairly strong factors which 
will tend to depress the market. First is the 
fact that business conditions are still unsettled. 
The New Deal is still spending vastly more than 
it collects in taxes, and business generally is con- 
vinced that sooner or later it must face inflation 
and the problems it brings. A lot of people can 
give advice as to what ought to be done before 
and when inflation comes (not that we don’t al- 
ready have it), but no one pursues a very confi- 
dent course in the face of such a prospect. It 
seems to us, however, that one could do worse 
than invest in Thoroughbred horses.

Another fear that lies over those who have 
enough money to buy Saratoga yearlings is in the 
threat of European war. That threat has sub- 
sided to some extent, but it is still with us. 

There are also; factors within the sport itself 
which tend towajrd lower prices. In the first 
place, there will be approximately 700 yearlings 
offered at the largest number in his- 
tory. There is ho certainty that the market has 
not been overloaded. If last year’s average were 
to be maintained this year buyers would have to 
spend approximately a third of a million dollars 
more than they spent last year. Considering the 
fact that only about 200 persons bought yearlings 
at Saratog2 last year, it is a littie difficult to 
imagine so small a group of people paying out 
$330,000 more than they paid a year ago. ‘ 

The failure of race tracks to make substantial 
purse increases has tended to hold down the 
power of the individual horse. The 
slavish insistence on claiming races to the ¢x- 
clusion of events for middle-class performers 
continues to discourage prospective new owners 
with sporting inclinations from taking out a taw 
in a game whose conditions may prevent their 
full participation. 

On the other side of the picture is the legaliza- 
tion of pari-mutuels in New Jersey, which should 
become one of the richest racing centers in Amer- 
ica, and the prospect of similar action in New 
York. With these two States entering the com- 
petition for the best horses in the East there is 
an excellent prospect for higher purses. 

Another powerful factor for better prices for 
yearlings is the general increase in breeding ac- 
tivity throughout the country. This should serve 
to hold the gain in the price of fillies which fea- 
tured the 1938 sales. There is no better place in 
America to recruit good breeding stock than at 
the Saratoga sales. 

Last, these are good yearlings. They have had 
two good growing years, and from what we have 
seen of them they have soundness and promise 
above the average. They ought to bring prices 
approximating those of last year. But we sug- 
gest that consignors do not hope for more.

Gallinule 


HE line of Isonomy, as far as male descent 
goes today, is almost entirely through Isin- 
glass, but 20 years ago it was almost equally 
powerful through another son, Gallinule, out of 
the Hermit mare Moorhen. Moorhen won five 
races at three and four and a total of about 
$2,500. Her first foal never raced, her second 
did not win. Gallinule was the third. She pro- 
duced four later ones, including Pioneer, by Gal- 
opin, which won the St. James’ Palace Stakes 
and some $11,500, and Sheldrake, by Isonomy, 
which won three cheap races. One of her fillies, 
Silver Wing, by Silvester, went to stud and pro- 
duced a few winners, but nothing of consequence. 
Gallinule was bred in Lincolnshire by J. C. 
Hill, and was foaled February 28, 1884. At the 
Newmarket yearling sales of the following year 
he was sold for 720 guineas to E. H. Wood, under 
whose colors he made his racing debut at Leices- 
ter on April 2, 1886, in the Excelsior Breeders’ 
Foal Stakes. He was unplaced behind Binder, a 
quite moderate son of Beauclerc, with Caller 
Herrin second, April Fool third, eight other 
starters. Mr. Wood died a few days later. Gal- 
linule was put up for sale again, was bought by 
Lord Savernake (later Marquis of Ailesbury) for 
800 guineas and turned over to J. B. Tyler. 

In his first start under fresh silks, on July 16, 
he won the Queen Elizabeth Stakes (5f.) by a 
length from Lindisfarne, which had only the 
Priory Stakes to show for 13 starts at two. 
Prickles was third and Cottingham the only 
other starter. On July 20 Gallinule (123) went 
under by a neck to Salisbury (129) in the Zet- 
land Plate (5f.), with Saint Mary third and nine 
unplaced. E. Martin rode him, as he did in most 
of his starts in Lord Savernake’s ownership. 

On July 23 at Sandown Park Gallinule (124) 
got his richest victory in the National Breeders’ 
Produce Stakes (5f.), winning £1,336 and 17 
shillings. He won by four lengths from Martley 
(123), with Maxim (123) third and four un- 
placed. In the Champion Breeders’ Foal Stakes 
he was unplaced to Purple Emperor, St. Helen, 
Hugo, and others, to all of which he was giving 
11 or more pounds. Then, on September 10, he 
beat Macleod a head for the Sandown Nursery 
Plate, giving the Macgregor colt 14 pounds. 
Macleod was a fair horse, winning five of his 
nine starts at two. 

At Kempton Park October 9 he took up 126 
pounds and was beaten a length by Martley 
(114), with Rooder (103) third and five un- 
placed, and he finished his 2-year-old season by 
running unplaced in the Chesterfield Nursery 
Handicap under 116 pounds. The winner was 
Lourdes (106), with Annamite (125) second, 
Bridgman (91) third, and 22 others unplaced.

the orders and so got a dead heat (he was so 
divided between his orders and the probability 
of being caught that he pulled his horse half- 
heartedly). The Jockey Club was also convinced 
that Ailesbury had given similar orders before, 
so he and Trainer J. B. Tyler were warned off 
the Turf. Martin, oddly from an American point 
of view, was “severely reprimanded and cautioned 
in regard to his future conduct.” In other words, 
the Jockey Club punished the person responsible 
instead of making Martin a scapegoat. 

On October 11, 1887, Ailesbury’s horses were 
sold at Newmarekt, and Gallinule passed into the 
hands of a very remarkable man, George Alexan- 
der Baird, who paid 5,100 guineas for him and 
never got any of them back. For Gallinule proved 
to be, if he had not been before, a “bleeder’’— 
that is to say that strenuous exertion was too 
much for the strength of his blood vessels, and 
in several of his races he bled and was pulled up. 

George Alexander Baird, who raced under the 
name of Mr. Abington, was an extremely wealthy 
Scot, who had the reputation of being a very 
difficult person from whom to collect honest 
debts, but was very ready to toss money about 
in any other way. Once, so the story runs, he 
gave a necklace worth £20,000 to an actress. A 
little later he discovered that he had been super- 
seded, or at least duplicated, in her affections. 
At Christmas he sent her a large boxed present, 
with a note appropriate enough for a disap- 
pointed and melancholy lover. The box contained 
a black cat, which was not merely dead, but had 
never lived into December. 

Baird was reputed to be one of the three great- 
est amateur riders on the flat that England ever 
saw. Even here he had his weaknesses, or rather 
his weakness. A tale that is told is that he once 
got permission to ride a horse owned by his 
cousin, Douglas Baird (he would do almost any- 
thing to get to ride a winner, and was once ruled 
off for two years for bumping a challenger and 
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rapping him across the nose for good measure), 
which seemed a sure thing. Baird began cele- 
brating his victory several hours before post 
time, and when the race was at the half-way 
point bookmakers were offering even money that 


Baird would fall off. He did not; he came in, 
with his arms around his mount’s neck, beaten 
three-fourths of a length by a much inferior 
horse. Douglas Baird and his trainer, runs the 
tale, sat looking straight before them a few 
minutes, then rose as if by signal, and marched 
away from the track, leaving horse, equipment, 
and jockey to anyone interested in them. 

Baird, nicknamed “The Squire,” dressed like a 
groom, acted and talked like one. He did not 
particularly care about horses unless he rode 
them himself, and he had to be practically forced 
into leading in Merry Hampton after that racer 
had won the Derby for him. Among others he 
owned was Busybody, winner of One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks, and dam of *Meddler. Baird 
died in 1893, and even in his death caused some 
disturbance, for he thus voided all of *Meddler’s 
3-year-old engagements. 

Gallinule’s career at four and five was an un- 
interrupted series of defeats, sometimes by good 
horses, sometimes by poor ones. He started seven 
times at four and was unplaced in all of them, 
his conquerors varying from the great Minting, 
which won the Great Jubilee Stakes under 140 
pounds, to the inconsiderable Tommy Titmouse, 
which won the Lancashire Stakes under 98. At 
five he was no better, and was unplaced in all 
three of his starts. In the first of them, the 
Lincolnshire, he bled and Sammy Loates pulled 
him up and dismounted. In the last, the Visitors’ 
Handicap at Newmarket, on July 9, 1889, he bled 
again, and he was retired from training. 

Gallinule, at two, showed signs of genuine 
class. It is unsafe to say how far his later per- 
formances can be excused by his bleeding, for it 
is not known exactly when the trouble first ap- 
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peared, his owner naturally not being anxious to 
cut the value of the horse by making it public. 
But his stud career gives some indication that 
he was a better horse than he was able to show 
on the track.

After the racing season of 1889 Gallinule was 
sold to Capt. (later Sir) Henry Greer, who re- 
tired him to his Brownstown Stud, The Curragh, 
in Ireland. Naturally he commanded a small 
stud fee, and his first crop, which came to the 
races in 1893, contained nothing sensational. It 
is probable that he did not receive the best 
mares, but he was not the first nor the last stal- 
lion to overcome this disadvantage. His stock 
improved, and with it the quality of his mates, 
and in 1904 and 1905 he led the English sire list, 
was second in 1903, 1907, and 1909. Altogether 
he got winners of 663 races and £316,963 in Eng- 
land. His best was the brilliant mare Pretty 
Polly, bred by the owner of *Star Shoot, Major 
Eustace Loder, and winner of 22 races from 24 
starts, including Oaks, St. Leger, One Thousand 
Guineas, and Middle Park Plate. She was not 
entered for the Derby. Gallinule also sired the 
St. Leger winner Wildfowler, and other good 
racers in White Eagle (£15,822), Phaleron 
(£10,376), Slieve Gallion (£11,995), Fariman 
(£5.299), Hammerkop (£10, 793, including Cesare- 
witch), Game Chick (£9,789), Princesse de Galles 
(£6,110), Sirenia (£7,736) and a good many other 
horses with good class. 

His daughters were very successful in stud, 
producing many high-class racers, including Fox- 
law (Prince of Wales’, Jockey Club Stakes, Ascot 
Gold Cup and £13,536), Spearwort (Alexandra, 
Ascot Stakes), Winalot (£8,964), *Golden Guinea, 
The Panther (Two Thousand Guineas), Prince 
Chimay (grandsire of Bois Roussel), Willonyx, 
Spion Kop, and others. Gallinule’s greatest sea- 
son as a broodmare sire was 1908, when his 
daughters produced winners of £34,069, but he 
also led the list in 1913, 1918, and 1920, and was 
second in several other years. 

Pretty Polly, despite her great racing record, 
was only a moderate producer, with four win- 
ners from 10 foals, including two moderate stakes 
winners. Hammerkop, the next most successful 
daughter, had only three foals, but one was Spion 
Kop, winner of the Derby and other races. Game 
Chick had six fair winners from 12 foals. Sirenia, 
which won the Jubilee Handicap and nearly 
$40,000, was possibly the best producer among 
Gallinule’s best racing daughters, getting seven 
winners from nine foals, including Siberia (Jockey 
Club Stakes and about $50,000}, Electra (Acorn 
Stakes, One Thousand Guineas, and about 
$42,000), Cellini (National Breeders Stakes and 
about $23,000), and Figaro (July Stakes and 
about $15,000). 

It will be seen that Gallinule thus exercised a 
considerable influence on pedigrees after him, 
and his sons Fariman, Wildfowler, and White 
Eagle were reasonably successful. But as a 
force in direct male line he is no longer import- 
ant; there is no “line” of Gallinule worth men- 
tioning. 
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In pedigrees of American stallions he appears 
frequently. *Vaila, by Fariman, is second dam 
of Blue Larkspur; Depeche, by Gallinule, is sec- 
ond dam of *By-Pass II; Sword Play, by Great 
Sport, by Gallinule, is dam of *Challenger IT; 
*Erne, by White Eagle, is dam of Hadagal; 


“Bobolink II, by Willonyx (from a Gallinule mare) 


is dam of St. James; and the second dams of 
Pompey, Pilate, and *Pot au Feu were Gallinule 
mares. Gallinule died at Brownstown Stud, of 
paralysis of the bowels, on January 9, 1912, at 
the age of 28. 

Mr. Bernard Gallivan, reading these articles 
in County Kildare, Ireland, has been kind enough 
to go to Tom Griffin, a veterinary surgeon at The 
Curragh who looked after Gallinule in his later 
days, for some added particulars about the horse. 
He writes: 

“Mr. Griffin informs me that Gallinule was 
sold because he burst blood vessels, and when 
the trainer was asked who bought him he said 
‘Some mad Irishman’ (none other than Sir Harry 
Greer, later manager of the National Stud and 
the Aga Khan’s stud farms). 

“Gallinule, in Tom Griffin’s opinion, was the 
best made horse he ever saw. He had powerful 
loins, great bone, big hocks well set, a white strip 
from one of his knees to his fetlock, of which 
Griffin had a tobacco pouch made of the skin. 
He produced nothing of moment until he was in 
his eighth year and from that time until death 
he sired the highest class race horses; in Grif- 
fin’s opinion he only matured fully at seven or 
eight. He died at 27 [he had just passed his of- 
ficial twenty-eighth birthday] in perfect health 
except for paralysis of the rectum before he was 
destroyed; Griffin had to take his droppings 
from him by hand regularly before death. Gal- 
linule only stood 16 hands, but he had all the 
power, symmetry, and balance of a much bigger 
horse.” 

In Gallinule’s day there was a greater tendency 
than there is now to be dogmatic about inheri- 
tance. Possibly this is another way of saying 
that breeders of 1890-1900 were less afraid of 
being wrong. In any event, they then said flatly 
that Gallinule inherited his tendency to bleeding 
from his maternal sire, Hermit, and they said 
with equal flatness that he often transmitted the 
tendency to his offspring. Quite possibly they 
were right.

Arlington Park 


ULY 15 marked the completion of the third of 

Arlington Park’s five weeks of summer rac- 
ing, and it was featured by the first of the Chi- 
cago track’s three richest stakes. This was the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes, which placed the juve- 
nile filly crown temporarily on Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Now What, a smart Chance Play filly 
which has sustained only two defeats, both by 
Cockerel, in six starts, and was a close second on 
both occasions. 

The second of the track’s most important 
Saturdays is July 22, when the Classic Stakes 
will be contested. Belair Stud’s Johnstown, after 
smashing through a nine-furlong workout at 
Aqueduct in 1:5014, finishing pulled up after 
covering the first mile in 1:3545, or one-fifth of 
a second faster than the track record, is a cer- 
tain favorite. But Woolford Farm apparently 
intends to send both Unerring and Technician 
against him, and in a one-mile “Classic Trial 
Purse” on July 15 they finished one-two, with 
Unerring, getting 14 pounds from her stable- 
mate, winning. Sun Lover was third, apparently 
more interested in work than winning, and he 
went on to finish an additional quarter-mile in 
2:05. The track also expects Challedon, Eight 
Thirty, Heather Broom, and Viscounty to start, 
and Ciencia, Hash, and a few others are also 
possibilities. 


Now What's Lassie Stakes 


The 2-year-old picture does not usually have 
much clarity until after the Saratoga meeting, 
and not always then, but provisional leadership 
in both colt and filly divisions is generally con- 
ferred by Arlington Park’s two big 2-year-old 
events, the Lassie Stakes and the Futurity.

The only stakes winner in the field 
was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Now What (122), but 
J. O. Keene’s War Beauty (117), by Man o’ War, 
had won her only start so capably two weeks 
earlier that she was given strong backing as 
second choice. Pimlico Queen (117), a develop- 
ment of the early Maryland season, was the only 
other in the field held at less than 12 to 1. 
When the start came, after a four-minute delay 
at post, those three went away in the order 
named, with War Beauty taken to the rail behind 
the other two. Now What had been rushed into 
the lead by veteran Raymond Workman, Pimlico 
Queen was a length behind her, a length in front 
of War Beauty. The issue was decided on the 
turn. Pimlico Queen had enough midway around 
it and quit, and in doing so bore to the inside. 
This pinched off War Beauty, and Johnny Long- 
den had to ease up to keep out of trouble.

Detroit Closes 


HE 49-day summer meeting which has been 
in progress at the Detroit Fair Grounds 
closed July 15. Bad weather on what might 
otherwise have been some of the best days hurt 
the meeting considerably, and possibly the length 
of the session had an unfavorable effect. ] In 
1934 Detroit tried 123 days continuous racing, 
chiefly because of pressure from tax-hungry 
legislators, and lost heavily. Since that time the 
meetings have been curtailed sharply, and the 
1939 one is the longest attempted since. Detroit 
is not particularly a racing town, and a race 
meeting there needs all the breaks it can get. 
The Mackinac Handicap featured the last day 
of racing, victory going to J. L. Wilde’s Show Up, 
a 4-year-old son of Display. Milky Way Farm, 
which supplied the runner-up in Banner Man, 
won the supporting attraction, a five-furlong 
event for 2-year-olds, with Tough Hombre, a 
Hard Tack colt bred by A. B. Hancock. Last 
race of the day and of the meeting was for 
platers at 112 miles, and was won by Sanford 
and Wipior’s William V., a *Sun God II gelding 
bred by I. J. Collins, present chairman of the 
Ohio State Racing Commission. 


Show Up Shows Up 


Of the five horses which contested the Mack- 
inac Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
1 1-16 miles) at Detroit on July 15, the outside 
choice was J. L. Wilde’s Show Up (103). He 
raced in third place, with Jockey A. Clutter hold- 
ing him in carefully, while H. E. Simpson’s Idle 
Elf (102) and J. L. MacKnight’s Autograph (110) 
battled for the lead.

Show Up was foaled March 6, 1935, at W. B. 
Miller’s Greenwich Stud, which was then located 
at the Belmont farm near Lexington. He was 
sold at Saratoga to Howe Stable for $5,000. He 
dropped to the claiming ranks, changed owners 
several times, and during the early part of the 
Detroit meeting he raced to be claimed for $2,000. 
He won one race at two, did not win at three, 
had won once previously this year. In all he has 
started 24 times, won three races, finished sec- 
ond six times, third once, and has earned $4,335. 
Teco is also dam of the winners Wordly Wise, 
Fancy Flight (23 wins to seven), Harvey G. O. 
(at four five, six, seven, and eight, 1939), and 
Pekaki. She has had two other foals of racing 
age. She is sister to Golden Prince, winner of 28 
races and $154,000, including the Coffroth, Mar- 
quette, Speed, and Autumn Handicaps. Round 
the World won 27 races, including the Debutante, 
Zephyr, Spring, Great Trial, Demoiselle, Welles- 
ley Stakes, and is also dam of the winners Trav- 
eller (Garden City Stakes), Wireless, Airway, 
World Traveller, Sunny World, and Amir, and 
the producer Broadcast, dam of Microphone, win- 
ner of the Wakefield, American Legion (twice), 
Fall Highweight Handicaps, and sire.

She was sister to Madelaine, dam of 
seven winners, including Big Chief (September 
Stakes) and Madrigalian (also sire).

Ben Jones Goes to Calumet 


One of the most successful owner-trainer com- 
binations of recent years will be broken up at 
the end of the Arlington Park meeting, when 
Trainer Ben A. Jones will leave the employ of 
Herbert M. Woolf, for whose Woolford Farm 
Stable he developed Technician, Lawrin, Insco- 
elda, and other successful racers. Trainer Jones 
made the announcement July 14, said, “I leave 
the employ of Mr. Woolf on most friendly terms. 
I informed him of my decision to resign several 
days ago, and my plans for the future are in- 
definite.” He had trained for Mr. Woolf since 
1930. 

A few days later Warren Wright announced 
from Chicago that Trainer Jones had been en- 
gaged to take over the training of the Calumet 
Farm horses, replacing Frank Kearns, and from 
Kansas City Herbert M. Woolf announced that 
Ross O. Higdon, a well known Mid-Western 
horseman, would assume the care of the Wool- 
ford Farm Thoroughbreds. The Calumet horses 
will remain in the hands of Trainer Kearns until 
the end of the Saratoga meeting, when his con- 
tract with Mr. Wright expires. Mr. Higdon will 
take over the Woolford string after the Arlington 
Park meeting, and Mr. Jones will take a vacation 
in August. 

Trainer Higdon at present has a number of 
horses of his own, some owned by F. B. Koontz 
and others, and he will dispose of these before 
entering upon his new duties. Trainer Kearns is 
reported to be considering several offers.

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE current week is the last for Suffolk 
Downs, which will close July 22 after 60 days 
of racing, the longest summer meeting in Amer- 
ica. Last week was of course the biggest one, 
with the Wednesday program including the $50,- 
000 added Massachusetts Handicap, in which 
Belair Stud’s Fighting Fox stayed surprisingly 
to win his richest victory. Though plans for the 
colt were not definite, there seemed some chance 
that he would remain for the Puritan Handicap 
on July 22. Jockey Stout, however, will be at 
Arlington Park, to ride Johnstown in the Classic. 
The July 15 feature was the Mayflower Handi- 
cap for 2-year-olds, and went to Arnold Hanger’s 
Roman Flag, after a race which was a disap- 
pointment in respect to the favorite, Flight Com- 
mand, which ran into bad racing luck and had 
little chance to show anything. A supporting 
Class C event went to P. A. Shaw’s Stage Beauty, 
by *Strolling Player, and an allowance event for 
2-year-olds was won by P. L. Kelley’s Vignette, 
a Supremus filly bred by Hal Price Headley. 
Owner-Trainer Kelley got a double on the day, 
also winning the seventh race with Prince Derek, 
a 5-year-old gelding by Gallant Fox. 


Fighting Fox Lasts 


For the second year in succession the Massachu- 
setts Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 14 miles) went to a horse which previously 
was considered unable to get the distance. Last 
year Hal Price Headley’s Menow, regarded as a 
brilliant miler but no more, amazed onlookers by 
running away from War Admiral in the stretch 
on a muddy track. On July 12 this year Belair 
Stud’s Fighting Fox (113), never before able to 
win at more than a mile and 70 yards, lasted just 
as surprisingly to turn back a field which, though 
it had no War Admiral in it, was perhaps the best 
that has contested the event in its five runnings. 

W. L. Brann’s Challedon (3-y-o, 113), giving 
weight by scale to the entire field, and actual 
weight to five of his 11 opponents, was made a 
strong favorite, and the rain which changed the 
track from fast to sloppy during the racing pro- 
gram was considered to have enhanced his 
chances. Only two others, Honey Cloud (114) 
and *Ligaroti (120) were at less than 10 to 1. 

There was a three-minute delay at the post, 
caused chiefly by Heelfly (111), and then the 
field was off to a good start. Jimmy Stout got 
Fighting Fox clear as the field went into the 
lower turn, and only Blind Eagle (108) and 
Honey Cloud were very close to him. J. H. 
Louchheim’s Pompoon (120), whose entire record 
was perhaps the best in the field, was fourth, and 
Challedon, beginning very slowly, was next to 
last. After a half-mile the order was much the 
same, but Blind Eagle and Honey Cloud were be- 
ginning to wilt. and going to the far turn Ralph 
Eccard moved with Pompoon. The Pompey 
horse rapidly went past the challengers, and cut 
Fighting Fox's margin to a half-length. A first 
bid for the lead failed, but Pompoon came again 
in mid-stretch. Both horses were driving hard 
to the finish, both held on well. Fighting Fox 
had a half-length lead three furlongs from the 
finish, held to it grimly, won by that margin. 
Out of the clouds came Shandon Farm’s Burning 


Belair Stud’s FIGHTING FOX, holding on with 
unsuspected stamina to beat J. H. Louchheim’s 
POMPOON in the Massachusetts Handicap at 
Suffolk Downs July 12. The margin of victory 
was a half-length. Jimmy Stout is on the winner, 
Ralph Eccard on the runner-up. 


Star (110), a 42-1 chance in the mutuels, and he 
got up to be third, three lengths behind Pom- 
poon. Challedon, running next to last for the 
first five furlongs, came down stoutly on the out- 
side in the stretch, could do no better than fourth, 
two and a half lengths behind Burning Star. In 
order followed Heelfly, Nedayr (114), Clodion 
(114), Blind Eagle, Honey Cloud, Ciencia (3-y-o, 
106), *Ligaroti, and Pagliacci (112). Time :24%, 
74825, 1:13, 1:3915, 1:52, track sloppy. Stakes

Fighting Fox, a game winner at nine furlongs, 
had set a new track record for Empire City’s 
5%, furlongs four days earlier, had previously set 
a track record for seven furlongs at Aqueduct 
this year. The longest race he had won pre- 
viously was the Wood Memorial of 1938, at a mile 
and 70 yards. He went into the Massachusetts 
Handicap with a reputation much like that of 
Menow’s. His time was faster than that of the 
Headley colt, but Fighting Fox raced over a track 
which was just turning sloppy, while Menow 
raced over a strip which had been muddy, was 
drving out. 

In his three seasons, Fighting Fox has started 
29 times, won eight races, finished seven times 
second, eight times third. He has earned $115,- 
360. He is the one hundred and fourteenth horse 
to win more than $100,000 in North America, 
and he stands eighty-third on the list of Ameri- 
can money winners. He is the fifth horse whose 
total earnings have passed $100,000 this year, 
Johnstown, Challedon, *Kayak II, and Cravat 
being the others. Particulars of his pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 6, page 664. 
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Roman Flag's First Stakes 


In the Mayflower Stakes ($10,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, 544 furlongs) at Suffolk Downs July 
15 a good deal of interest attached to C. V. 
Whitney’s Flight Command (112), a son of the 
great race mare Top Flight, which had won his 
only previous start. But Flight Command, the 
betting favorite, got into trouble on the far turn 
and had to be eased back. He could never re- 
cover, and Harry Richards eased him up, finished 
last. 

The leader at first was J. H. Louchheim’s Smart 
Bet (110), a colt by Economic, with Abrasion 
(113), another Maryland-bred, by Canter, in 
second place. Just behind these was the second 
choice, Arnold Hanger’s Roman Flag (110), 
which had finished third, second, and first, re- 
spectively, in his three previous starts. Abra- 
sion gave way after about three furlongs, but 
Jockey Lucas Dupps made no immediate effort 
to go up to Smart Bet. In the stretch, however, 
he began driving, and Roman Flag responded 
readily, wore down the leader and drew out to 
win by a length and a half. Smart Bet was 
second, two and a half lengths ahead of Brandon 
Stable’s Pass Out (113), a *By-Pass II colt 
which was a recent purchase from Mrs. Cary T. 
Grayson, and Hal Price Headley’s Stagefright 
(119), by Apprehension, was fourth a length 
farther back. In order followed Abrasion, Titi- 
lator (107), Dos (119), and Flight Command.

Latonia 


ESPITE the introduction of “twilight” racing 

and the offering of nine races on Saturdays 
and holidays, the Latonia meeting has consist- 
ently failed to do well financially. On July 16, 
after 15 days of the 27-day meeting had passed, 
Bob Saxton wrote in the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
“The race meeting at Latonia has been a dis- 
appointment, there is no mincing words on it. 
And from all that one can learn .. . there are 
about three things that stand out. First, there 
is a noticeable lack of money; second there is 
too much racing around the country, and third, 
there are no jockeys.” 

Colonel] Winn, admitting that “twilight” racing 
has not been a financial success at Latonia, in- 
sists that attendance has been larger, though 
betting is off, said “It’s just a lack of money on 
the part of race-goers. It may be that the La- 
tonia meeting will come out in fair shape after 
all, although of course Latonia is going to suffer 
a loss well up in the five figures.” 

Neither commentator mentioned the sort of 
racing which was being offered. There were 49 
races at the track during the week. A $1,000 
plater could have got in 29 of them. A $1,200 to 
$1,600 plater could have got in nine of the others. 
Five of the remainder were for maidens or for 
maidens and winners of one race. Of the re- 
maining six two were 2-year-old allowance 
events, two were for older horses under allow- 
ance conditions, including one restricted to cheap 
platers, and two were stakes. 


Bala Ormont Wins 


July 10 was Charity Day at Latonia, and one 
of the best programs of the meeting was offered. 
The feature was the Charity Day Handicap ($3,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), 
which drew seven starters from 12 overnight en- 
tries. Favorite, and leader for the first mile, 
was Dixiana’s Torchy (115), but in the last six- 
teenth he was unable to hold Friedberg and Ax- 
ton’s Bala Ormont (3-y-o, 105), and the filly beat 
him a half-length, hard driven by George South. 
Jerome B. Respess’ Busy Morn (106) was third 
two lengths farther back, with Mrs. Louise J. 
Hickman’s Arabs Arrow (120) fourth, a half- 
length away. Manie O’Hara (114), coupled with 
the winner, was fifth, with Southland Beau (107) 


and Sweet Adeline (102) following in order.

Hasty Chick is also dam of the winners 
Dr. Maxon (at two, three, and four), Hasty Miss, 
Hurry Inn, Leo Lampe (up to seven), Myth, 
Southland King, and Stjensund (to nine, 1939). 


She is sister to Dainty Mint (Georgetown 
Stakes). Chicklets also produced the winners 
Syrian (19 wins, including Gentilly Handicap), 


Splinters, Wishbone (also producer), Al Porter, 
Tom Tit, and Delightful. Caoutchouc won the 
Canarsie and Rose Stakes, and also produced the 
winners Bouncer (Brewer's Stakes and grandam 
of the stakes winner High Score), Gum Shoe

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CARLETON F. BURKE, former chairman of 
the California Horse Racing Board, has been 
chosen guest of honor at the eighth annual testi- 
monial dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. 


Thoroughbred Club Guest of Honor 


In 1932 the Thoroughbred Club of America, an 
organization made up chiefly of breeders, owners, 
and trainers from Lexington and vicinity, but 
also including a good many members from other 
localities, held a testimonial dinner in honor of 
Edward Riley Bradley. In subsequent years J. 
E. Widener, the late Desha Breckinridge, Wil- 
liam Woodward, Johnson N. Camden, and Sam- 
uel D. Riddle were the guests of honor. Last 
year, for the first time, a woman was chosen as 
honor guest, when Mrs. Payne Whitney, owner 
of Greentree Farm, was selected. On July 15 
the committee charged with selecting the honor 
guest for 1939 reported that Carleton F. Burke, 
of Los Angeles, Calif., had been invited and had 
accepted. It was the first time the club had 
gone farther west than Kentucky for its guest 
of honor. 

Carleton Burke, a member of The Jockey Club 
since January, 1937, has bred horses in Cali- 
fornia for many years. He raced a few, includ- 
ing Campillo, a well known campaigner on the 
West Coast, until the spring of 1937, when the 
racing stable was dispersed. He continues to 
breed Thoroughbreds at his ranch near Los Ange- 
les, where the sire Cantankerous headed the stud. 
Cantankerous has now _ been transferred to 
Rancho Casitas, at Ventura, Calif., but still re- 
mains in Mr. Burke’s ownership. 

Mr. Burke was best known to the racing pub- 
lic, however, as chairman of the California Horse 
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Racing Board, a position which he held from the 
re-legalization of racing in that State until last 
winter. He was largely, almost wholly, respons- 
ible for holding racing on a level course in Cali- 
fornia, at a time when the fabulous success of 
Santa Anita Park had prompted promoters to 
attempt construction of race tracks on a scale 
which must have killed the sport there in a few 
years. The Horse Racing Board had to ride out 
a good many Senate investigations, launched 
chiefly by persons who had failed.to get racing 
permits, but its policy never wavered, and the 
Thoroughbred Club, in -making the announce- 
ment of Mr. Burke's selection, expressed its be- 
lief that “the growth of the breeding industry in 
California and the judicious manner in which the 
sport of racing has been governed there are 
largely due to Mr. Burke’s leadership and guid- 
ance.”’ President Thomas Carr Piatt, who made 
formal announcement of Mr. Burke’s acceptance 
of the invitation, said, “Mr. Burke has been 
known so long and so favorably in connection 
with racing and breeding that the Thoroughbred 
Club feels that the time has come when some 
recognition of his loyalty and unfailing service 
to the sport should be made.” 

Frank B. Jones, business manager of the Whit- 
ney farms at Lexington, has been made general 
chairman of the committee in charge of arrange- 
ments, and a tentative date was set for Friday, 
October 13, during the fall meeting at Keeneland.

Narragansett Park Stakes 


IGHT stakes events with a total added value 

of $67,500 will be offered at Narragansett 
Park during the summer meeting which opens 
August 14, closes September 16 after 30 days of 
racing. The principal event is the Narragansett 
Special, with $25,000 added, at 1 3-16 miles. 
Three of the other events have $7,500 added; the 
other four are endowed with $5,000 each. 


A departure in purses for overnight events also 
has been announced. Horses racing for $1,000 
to $2,500 claiming prices will continue to race 
for a $1,000 minimum, but for better horses the 
minimum will be $1,200, and daily purses rang- 
ing from $1,300 to $1,600 have been announced.

O'Hara Beaten Again 


After a series of postponements, caused by ef- 
forts of Walter E. O’Hara to have the regular 
meeting of Narragansett Park stockholders de- 
layed, the meeting was held July 13. It had been 
twice postponed by court order, but Judge A. 
Walsh, of the Rhode Island Superior Court, re- 
fused an order for a further stay. The line-up 
for the meeting was that of President James E. 
Dooley and his official staff, representing the 
“ins,” and O’Hara and James H. Connors, former 
president of Suffolk Downs, representing the 
“outs.””. The O’Hara-Connors group mustered 
proxies representing 121,291 shares, while the 
present management had 205,702. There are 
350,000 shares of common stock outstanding, of 
which 327,093 were voted. 

So by a majority of 84,311 votes, President 
Dooley remained in control. William A. Smart 
was elected a director over Neal R. O’Hara, 
whose term had expired, and Publicity Director 
William E. Ames was elected over James H. 
Connors, who had not previously been on the 
board. With the exception of the two new di- 
rectors, there were no changes in the Officials.

Empire City 


HE second of its four weeks of racing was 

completed at Empire City July 15, with the 
Empire City Handicap the featured event. Mrs. 
F. Ambrose Clark’s Lovely Night, a good but not 
always a dependable performer, won it easily, 
must be ranked with the top 3-year-olds of the 
season. He is not engaged in the Classic Stakes, 
and the only time he has engaged Johnstown was 
in a six-furlong allowance race at Jamaica in 
April, when he was second, beaten six lengths. 

A secondary attraction was a 5%-furlong 
graded handicap, won by Longchamps Farm’s 
Shoulder Arms, a Crack Brigade gelding bred by 
Roy Carruthers. Two events for maiden fillies 
were offered. Wheatley Stable won the first 
with Witchlike, a Diavolo filly which barely got 
up. The other went to John Hay Whitney’s 
*Royal Minstrel filly Wait For Baby, which led 
all the way to win by three lengths. 

A good deal of interest attached to the ap- 
pearance, on July 14, of E. R. Bradley’s Bime- 
lech, a Black Toney colt which is full brother to 
Black Helen, being from the *Teddy mare *La 
Troienne. Bimelech had won his first start, at 
Suffolk Downs, by three lengths. He was made 
favorite over four others in the Empire City 
event, and gave his backers no anxiety, leading 
from the start and winning easily by six lengths. 
His time was 1:06%5, over a slow track, and 
Bimelech now seems to be one of the important 
challengers for 2-year-old honors, though he has 
not yet attempted a stakes event. 


Empire City Handicap | 


With neither Johnstown nor Challedon in the 
field, the Empire City Handicap ($10,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 14, miles) at Empire City July 15 
was a race for third honors and of course for 
$9,800 first money. Greentree Stable’s Hash 
(115) and John Hay Whitney’s Heather Broom 
(116) opened as split favorites at 3 to 1, and al- 
though odds on both of them drifted upward they 
started first and second choices, with Heather 
Broom at 18 to 5, Hash at 4 to 1. It was some- 
thing of a commentary on the opening prices that 
in the field of nine, odds on five horses went up, 
while none went down. 

The race began as a speed duel between Voli- 
tant (117) and Ariel Toy (110), which continued 
for about six furlongs. Then the Display colt 
fell back rapidly, and Ariel Toy went into the 
lead. But Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Lovely Night 
(116) had been running third, close to the two 
leaders, and Ariel Toy was confronted at once 
with a determined challenge. Lovely Night be- 
gan to bear in through the stretch, but Nick 
Wall kept him straight. Behind him Volitant 
and Ariel Toy were quitting so rapidly that they 
were forcing possible threats to go wide to avoid 
them, and Lovely Night had no trouble at the 
end, winning by three lengths.

Eclipse Stakes to Blue Peter 


ORD ROSEBERY’S Blue Peter, winner of 

the Two Thousand Guineas and Derby and 
unbeaten as a 3-year-old, passed up the racing 
at Ascot to wait for the Eclipse Stakes, richest 
114-mile event of the English Turf. When the 
field went to the post at Sandown Park last Fri- 
day, July 14, Blue Peter was a 2-7 favorite. He 
justified expectations, won from W. Murray’s 
Glen Loan, with Lord Milford’s Challenge third. 
Blue Peter’s winnings for the season are now 
more than $150,000, and he is the first horse since 
1900 (Diamond Jubilee) to win the Guineas- 
Derby-Eclipse triple. 

No 3-year-old in England is now given more 
than a ghost of chance to beat the son of Fair- 
way in the St. Leger, but a worthy challenger 
may come from France in the form of Pharis, 
son of Fairway’s brother, Pharos. 


National Breeders’ Produce Stakes 


Lord Glanely’s unnamed colt by Colombo out of 
the Oaks winner Rose of England finished first 
by a length and a half under 131 pounds in the 
National Breeders’ Produce Stakes, one of Eng- 
land’s most important tests for 2-year-olds, at 
Sandown Park July 15, but was disqualified. 
First money was awarded to the Aga Khan’s 
Stardust (131), with Marshall Field’s Piping 
Rock (122) second, King George’s Great Truth 
(128) third. 

Stardust is a chestnut colt by Hyperion out of 
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Sister Stella, by Friar Marcus. (Sir Abe Bailey 
paid 4,600 guineas for a yearling brother to Star- 
dust at the recent Newmarket sales.) Piping 
Rock is a colt by Fairway out of Eclair, stakes- 
winning half-sister to *Jacopo, *Foray II, etc.

N. Rosenberg’s Silver Spear, a 4-year-old colt 
bred by Joseph E. Widener at Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington, and sent to England as a yearling, 
won the £6,000 Durban July Handicap at Durban, 
South Africa, on Saturday, July 1, carrying top 
weight and running as the favorite.

CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park 


LTHOUGH the current meeting at Holly- 

wood Park, near Los Angeles, is a quite suc- 
cessful one, it is by no means prospering as 
greatly as did the 1938 venture. The turnover 
of the present meeting is approximately $400,000 
daily, which is certainly enough to insure a 
profitable meeting, but is nearly $100,000 daily 
behind the 1938 session, when the average was 
$499,888 daily. The decrease appears to be no 
fault of the track, since purses have been raised 
and a more pretentious schedule of stakes of- 
fered. 

The current week will see the running, on July 
22, of the $50,000 added Hollywood Gold Cup. 
Cravat, Specify, *Kayak II, and Main Man are 
the more prominent prospective starters for this 
race. Cravat worked seven furlongs in 1:27%5 
on July 12, pulled up an additional furlong in 
1:4145. The same day Specify worked a mile 
and an eighth in 1:5445, finished out the full 
distance in 2:08%5, and *Kayak II on July 16 
worked a blazing 14 miles in 1:49%s5. 


Shining One Wins a Derby 


With the John Hay Whitney string which went 
to Santa Anita Park last winter was Shining 
One, a *Twink colt. He won an allowance race 
under his owner’s pink and black silks last Feb- 
ruary 17, was sold privately to the Circle M 
Stable of E. M. Moore, and made his first start 
for his new owner in the Santa Anita Derby on 
February 22, in which he was fifth after a cred- 
itable effort. He did not win again until July 8, 
when he was made a sixth choice for the second 
Hollywood Derby ($25,000 added, 3 year-olds, 114 
miles) at Hollywood Park. 

The race began with Bubbling Boy (117) 
sprinting into the lead, with Gaffers and Sattler’s 
Wedding Call (114) and Louis B. Mayer’s Coun- 
terpoise (114) close in pursuit. Sweet Nancy 
(118) and Morning Breeze (112) were also in 
the first flight. Shining One (114), ridden by 
Jack Westrope, was away fairly well, moved 
steadily in the back stretch to a contending posi- 
tion. But as Viscounty (117), the split favorite, 
moved on the outside Westrope had to ease back. 
Viscounty’s effort was a brief one and he fell 
away, and Westrope took Shining One to the out- 
side. As he turned into the stretch five horses 
were ahead of him, well bunched. Bubbling Boy 
was quitting, and Wedding Call went into the 
lead, with Counterpoise still holding on well. 
Shining One came up with a rush, swept past the 
lot, and into a clear lead. Going easily he won by

OHIO 
Thistle Down Park 


SUMMER meeting of 44 days opened July 

15 at Thistle Down Park, with a crowd esti- 
mated at 15,000 present. The feature was a $2,- 
500 overnight handicap at six furlongs, won by 
Norman (Butsey) Hernadez’s Prince Argo, a 
*Happy Argo colt which led at every post 
and scored at the immediate expense of Rosedale 
Stable’s Lake View. Bernard F., the favorite, 
finished fourth. A supporting event was a $1,000 
handicap, won by Mrs. J. Chesney’s Professor 
Paul, a gelding by *Justice F. Rosedale Stable 
again furnished the runner-up in Hoptown Lass.

Alfred Vanderbilt last week announced the 
destruction of Adventurer, Discovery's full broth- 
er, for which he paid $20,000 at the yearling 
auctions of 1937.

Pharis 


ONDON, Juiy 3.—-I did not make my custom- 

ary trip to Longchamp last week to see the 
race for the Grand Prix de Paris, and I have been 
assured by many friends who made the journey 
that I missed seeing the “horse of the century.” 
I seem to recall that the same title has been 
awarded to a number of Grand Prix winners, in- 
cluding the hero of 1938, the Italian champion 
Nearco. In an experience of some 40 years I 
have known so many animals styled the “horse 
of the century” that I have lost count of them. 
Most of them were champions of a month; few 
sustained their reputations throughout a season; 
not more than one in a hundred achieved lasting 
fame. Whether or not this latest Grand Prix 
winner, Marcel Boussac’s colt Pharis, is a cham- 
pion of champions cannot yet be stated with as- 
surance, but I am prepared to believe that he is 
exceptionally good. The reports of the experts 
are confirmed by so notable a judge as Charlie 
Elliott, who has been good enough to tell me that 
he rates Pharis as the best 3-year-old he has ever 
thrown a leg across. Moreover Elliott endorses 
the opinion of the French critics (and not a few 
Englishmen) who think that their colt will beat 
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Blue Peter and company in the Doncaster St. 
Leger on September 6, which is to be the next 
serious objective of Mr. Boussac’s horse. And 
Elliott, who had mounts in the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby, knows what a good 'un Blue 
Peter is. 

Pharis is a son of the defunct Pharos, and so is 
Nearco. It is something of a shock to those of 
us who have heen apt to decry the Phalaris blood 
to note the pedigrees of these winners of the 
Grand Prix, a race which is run over a mile and 
seven furlongs, and calls for a deal of stamina. 
Blue Peter being by Fairway, brother to Pharos, 
we must give credit where it is due and allow 
that these 3-year-old grandsons of Phalaris are 
endowed with greater stoutness than we thought 
likely. The speed of the stock has not, of course, 
ever been in question. 


Pharis is to come over to Steve Donoghue’s 
stable at Blewbury about six weeks before the 
St. Leger to complete his preparation for the 
race. The Doncaster classic has all too frequently 
failed to live up to its summer promise, but if 
the present prospects are realized we shall see a 
wonderful race on the Town Moor. There may 
not be much in it for favoritism on the day be- 
tween Blue Peter and Pharis, but the cracks will 
not be the only runners backed. Heliopolis is im- 
proving with every outing and will be the fancy 
of many sound judges. Fox Cub must clearly 
come into the reckoning, and so will Atout Maitre 
and possibly the filly Galatea II. All to be fit 
on the day, the St. Leger should show us the best 
83-year-old in Europe—and a very good best, 
too. Meanwhile, Blue Peter is to bid for the 
Eclipse Stakes at Sandown Park on July 14. 
It is not going to be easy money for Lord Rose-

bery’s colt, but I cannot see one among his likely 
rivals that I can fancy to take down his number. 
Chief danger will, I think, come from Scottish 
Union, which I certainly rate the best 4-year-old 
in training, over 10 furlongs, but I think that the 
present crop of classic colts is of better class 
than last year’s. In addition Scottish Union, 
which ran his only moderate race when fourth 
to Pasch in the Eclipse last year, may have had 
the edge taken off his speed by his efforts in the 
Ascot Gold Cup. I am assured, however, that 
Mr. Rank’s horse has done very well in his 
Eclipse preparation. 


Heliopolis and Others 


E had some thoroughly enjoyable sport at 

the Newmarket First July meeting last 
week. The title of the fixture is a misnomer 
inasmuch as it was held in the last week of June. 
The chief event of the four days was the Princess 
of Wales’ Stakes of £2,770 value, run over a mile 
and a half. It was won in most pleasing style 
by Lord Derby's colt Heliopolis (by Hyperion), 
by three lengths from Marshall Field’s colt Comp- 
troller (by Coronach), with Lord Milford’s 4- 
year-old Challenge (by Apelle), a short head away 
third of eight. Challenge was put in to make 
the pace for the same owner’s Flyon, but the 
Ascot Gold Cup winner never threatened danger 
to Heliopolis. Judged on this form and on his 
Ascot win, Heliopolis has improved since the 
Derby, when he ran a creditable third to Blue 
Peter and Fox Cub. In appearance also, the son 
of Hyperion is thriving, and I have no doubt he 
will make a bold bid for honors in the Leger, a 
race that Lord Derby has captured on four occa- 
sions since the war. 

There were no other races at Newmarket that 
had a direct bearing on the Doncaster classic, 
but the sport generally was full of interest. Sir 
Abe Bailey’s robust 4-year-old Maranta proved 
that he was no worse for his Ascot Gold Cup 
exertions by taking the Hare Park Handicap 
(11, m.) in a great finish with Tout Change and 
Boro Boudeur with Dragonnade fourth. There 
were nine runners for this race and it is worthy 
of record that bookmakers offered sixes the field 
at the “off.’”’ Maranta started at 7 to 1 with the 
books and at 4 to 1 on the tote. Sir Abe Bailey, 
who was present throughout the meeting, watched 
the races from his car stationed on the course 
near the winning post. 


Another good handicap performance was that 
of J. Ramsden’s 8-year-old gelding Heavy Weight 
in beating the gambled-on Quartier-Maitre and 
nine others in the 114-mile Duke of Cambridge 
Handicap. Quartier-Maitre has been a costly 
proposition for Mrs. Bendir, who bought him from 
his French owner shortly after last year’s Cam- 
bridgeshire. The 4-year-old son of Monarch will 
no doubt be placed to win a nice race over a mile, 
which is probably his best distance. 


The July Cup, a valuable weight-for-age race 
over six furlongs which usually attracts the 
cream of our sprinters, went to P. Dunne’s 3-year- 
old gelding Portobello (by Portlaw), which 
stepped up a lot on his two performances at 
Ascot to beat the filly Cosmohone by a head, 
with Ambrose Light four lengths away third and 
such fliers as Mickey the Greek, Shalfleet, Old 
Reliance, and Hesperus among the unplaced. 
Hesperus looked and ran right well, much better 
than at Ascot and Mr. Oates may win a race 
with him before he sends the 5-year-old back to 
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South Africa to take up stud duties. Miss Dor- 
othy Paget’s Colonel Payne, the medium of the 
sensational Ascot gamble when, it is stated, his 
owner wagered £20,000 on him, also was among 
the July Cup “also rans.” He was not heavily 
backed on this occasion. 

For the Ellesmere Stakes over a mile and 
three furlongs, there were only seven runners, 
and again we saw an Ascot failure show marked 
improvement. This was Sir Humphrey de Traf- 
ford’s 4-year-old Portmarnock (by Fairway) 
which had run a moderate third to his stable 
companion Glen Loan over the Hunt Cup course 
on the Royal Heath. He now won in good style 
by a head from Lord Derby’s Cockpit (which is in 
the St. Leger), with last year’s French Derby 
winner Cillas third, and Michoumy and Buxton 
behind. Portmarnock was rated the best 2-year- 
old of 1937, but since his juvenile days he has 
done nothing but disappoint. This was his first 
win since he took the Champagne Stakes at Don- 
caster in September, 1937, and in the meantime 
he had run seven times. 


Robert E. Lee 


S usual, the 2-year-old events at the meeting 

were of great interest. We nad another view 
of Lord Glanely’s crack, the Rose of England 
colt, in the July Stakes (5 f. 140 yds.) but the 
son of Colombo had only four fair-class rivals, 
and he landed the long odds laid on him without 
much effort. Two or three days prior to the 
race the Rose of England colt had got rid of his 
rider while at exercise on the Heath and showed 
signs of temper before he was captured. It will 
be a pity if such a highly promising 2-year-old 
develeps evil ways, but there is a danger of this 
happening if my information is correct. The 
colt’s sire, Colombo, had something of a kink, 
and so had his grandsire, Manna. 

Esmond Harmsworth took the Stud Produce 
Stakes (5 f.) with the filly Godiva (by Hyper- 
ion), which upset a gamble on Lord Lonsdale’s 
Ascot winner, Snowberry. Godiva, a flighty sort 
of youngster, is trained by W. Jarvis at Egerton 
House, and she was ridden by a stable apprentice, 
D. Marks, who has been on her back in practically 
all her training gallops for the good reason that 
no one else can manage the youngster. 


Lord Carnarvon exploited another of his Amer- 
ican yearling purchases in the Princess Stakes 
(5 f.). Judging by the substantial way he was 
backed to beat 25 opponents, the youngster, 
which rejoices in the name of Robert E. Lee, had 
shown Fred Darling something in home gallops. 
The stable confidence was not misplaced and 
“Robert” won cleverly by half a length from the 
Lady Madcap filly (by Gold Bridge), with the 
useful Kilmurry gelding (by Sir Cosmo) close up 
third. Robert FE. Lee is a brown gelding by 
“Quatre Bras II out of Annabell Lee, and no one 
could say that he is a beauty to look at in the 
paddock. In action, however, he wants a lot of 
tauiting. 

The good opinion that I formed of Stardust at 
‘Ascot was confirmed when the Aga Khan’s chest- 
nut son of Hyperion won the Exeter Stakes (6 f.) 
in impressive style from a dozen rivals. He fin- 
ished with a fine turn of speed to overhaul Mr. 
Murray’s colt Illuminate (by Link Boy) close 
home and beat him a length and a half. Third 
place was taken by Rex Cohen’s colt Eurasian 
(by Taj ud Din). The Aga Khan saw Stardust

tended in England this year. 

With the successes of Heliopolis, Stardust, 
Godiva, etc., Hyperion has moved up to second 
place to Fairway in the season’s list of winning 
sires. With Pharos established at the head of 
the sire list in France, Lord Derby has every 
reason to be proud of his stallions. 


His Majesty’s Bahram filly, Great Truth, 
which was none too lucky when unplaced in the 
Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot, made amends by 
winning the Fulbourne Stakes (5 f. 140 yds.) in 
good style by three iengths from Sir Abe Bailey’s 
filly East Bee and seven others. 

The Plantation Stakes (5 f.), with which an 
interesting meeting concluded, went to Lady 
Sheffield’s fast filly Golden Way (by Gold 
Bridge), which landed a general gamble by de- 
feating 19 rivals in very smooth style. 

We were back in town on the Saturday for 
the meeting at Alexandra Park, where it is in- 
deed a case of “racing round the houses” in com- 
parison with Newmarket’s wide open spaces. The 
event of the day was the London Cup, a handicap 
worth £850, run over a mile and five furlongs. 
There were 10 starters, and the winner turned up 
in William Woodward's 4-year-old Olympus (by 
Gallant Fox out of *Periwinkle II). It cannot 
be said that Olympus has been a model of con- 
sistency, and although some of his form has been 
good he has often given the impression that he is 
a faintheart. He ran gamely enough in this 
Alexandra Park race, and maybe he does best 
on a cramped course. His courage seems to 
quail when he is faced with a long distance 
stretch such as Newmarket. I cannot visualize 
him as a Cesarewitch hope, though there are

some who think that he will make a bold bid for 
that severe handicap in October.

*Siete Colores, a South American-bred son of 
Silurian, won the feature at Fort Erie July 15 
for H. C. Hatch, taking a $1,200 overnight han- 
dicap at a mile and 70 yards from Conn Smythe’s 
odds-on Sir Marlboro. 

Golden Fate broke an ankle at Suffolk Downs 
July 12 and was destroyed. The 9-year-old 
plater, a son of *The Satrap—-Golden Fair, by 
*Wrack, had started 216 times, won 49 races and 
$42,570 in eight seasons of competition. 

Belair Stud, with three wins and $19,550, led 
owners at Aqueduct. Largest money winner, 
however, was Townsend B. Martin’s Cravat, 
which earned $18,250 in the Brooklyn Handicap. 
Hirsch Jacobs led trainers with nine wins, Jack 
Howard was second with eight.

A. B. Gay's Six Yearlings 


OUR great female lines are behind the six 

yearlings which are being prepared for Sara- 
toga by A. B. Gay, on a part of the historic 
Woodburn Farm in Woodford County. Three of 
the yearlings are from the family of Forget, a 
stakes winner of 33 races, and ancestress of 
Twenty Grand, Jolly Roger, and many other 
stakes winners. The only filly in the lot is one 
of these, a grey daughter of *Royal Minstrel— 
Memento, and thus a half-sister to Memory Book 
and Jimmy Moran. She is a well knit, nicely 
balanced sort, of medium size, with an even de- 
velopment, and should be a good one. 

Airdrie Lass, a winning daughter of Memento, 
has a chestnut colt by *St. Germans, a quicker- 
looking sort than *St. Germans usually gets. He 
has good, high withers, a well developed croup, 
good musculature and clean legs. He is bred 
much like Twenty Grand, since both are by *St. 
Germans and Twenty Grand was from a daugh- 
ter of Remembrance, while the yearling is from 
a granddaughter. Another daughter of Memento 
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is Bring Back, a mare which won up to 1% 
miles. Her yearling by Jamestown is her first 
foal, a rangy, flashy type, a very good mover. 
He has a high, flat croup, good muscles all the 
way down, and plenty of bone. He is good-sized, 
and if he has a fault it is not apparent. 

The chestnut colt by The Porter—The Blonde 
is a strong, fairly well balanced colt of medium 
size, with high hind quarters, rather short can- 
nons, straight hind legs well put on, and he stands 
over a good deal of ground. His grandam was 
the good stakes winner and producer Stamina, a 
daughter of Endurance by Right. 

Another *St. Germans colt is from True Flier, 
daughter of the excellent producer Ruth Law. 
He is close-coupled and smooth, with a great deal 
of finish, well muscled and well put up. His bone 
is good, and he has powerful, driving quarters, 
plenty of room for heart and lungs. Last of the 
six is a smooth, nicely made bay colt by *Royal 
Minstrel—Flutter. The dam is a granddaughter 
of *Balancoire II, from which descend Equipoise, 
Seabiscuit, and other fine racers.

This preponderance of the male sex has 
been continued through the present year at 
Marchmont, where the first nine mares to foal 
in 1939 produced 10 colts. 

The prospective star of this lot of yearlings, 
as far as Saratoga bidding is concerned, is the 
bay colt by *Bull Dog out of Decree, the dam of 
Deduce and Khara. By pedigree and conforma- 
tion he ranks with Saratoga’s top colts of the 
year. He is medium big, strong, smooth, well 
balanced. He has a good long neck, the withers 
are high and set far back, the barrel deep, well 
ribbed up at the loins, the legs excellent, with 
wide, flat, short cannons. 

Another top colt is the rich chestnut by Wise 
Counsellor out of Electric Light, a quick, smooth, 
low-set. extraordinarily strong fellow which 
seems to be endowed with an excellent disposi- 
tion and a gread deal of horse sense. A dark 
bay son of Blue Larkspur out of Loved One, a 
product of Xalapa Farm, is big, plain, well set 
up, well muscled, well balanced, with good clean 
legs, and a good goer. He seems likely to develop 
late and make a good horse. 

*Jacopo is sending a good crop of yearlings to 
Saratoga this year, and one of the best is Mr. 
Clay’s colt out of Extol, by *Sir Gallahad ITI, a 
good-sized, robust, tough-looking fellow, wide- 
forked and powerful, with a fairly long middle 
piece on which the withers are set so well back 
that his back is very short. The bay colt by 
Hadagal out of Frith is big, fairly smooth, set 
low to the ground, heavy-bodied, and possessed 
of enormous muscles about the forearm and gas- 
kin, with bone to match the sturdiness of his 
build. I do not remember having seen a bigger 
forearm on a Thoroughbred yearling. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The colt by Bostonian—Spearmaid, by *Chicle, 
is big, short-legged, strong, short-backed, well 
set up, with good, flat cannons. The Haste— 
Entrancing colt is big-bodied, big-boned, big- 
jointed, with bulging muscles and a very straight 
hind leg. 

Of the three fillies, the chestnut by Stimulus 
out of Love Lyric is the smallest, neatest, quick- 
est. She “can run like hell in the paddock,” I 
was informed. The Wise Counsellor—Stretch 
Call filly may be among the bargains. She is 
plain and light-legged and not especially hand- 
some, but is strong and quick, with plenty of 
substance. The *Royal Minstrel—-Oxlip filly is 
a good example of the get of her sire, tall, rangy, 
moderately light and leggy. She is over at the 
knees. All the produce of her dam which have 
started have been winners, and this one seems 
unlikely to be an exception. J. A. E.

HF offerings of Coldstream Stud always con- 

stitute one of the most important consign- 
ments to the Saratoga sales, and ever since the 
emergence of *Bull Dog as one of the best and 
most consistent sires in the country the Cold- 
stream horses have had a high average——an av- 
erage which has been justified by the perform- 
ances of the horses sold. 

The only yearling Coldstream will offer this 
year which is not by *Bull Dog is a brown colt 
by *Sickle (another exceptionally consistent sire 
of class) out of Nectarine, a stakes-winning 
daughter of *Bull Dog. This colt will be among 
the higher-priced ones in the lot, in all probabil- 
ity, as he represents an excellent combination of 
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the qualities of these two sires. He is strong 
and neatly turned, has a lot of substance, and 
stands very well balanced. 

The get of *Bull Dog are such a uniform lot 
that it is not easy to select a stand-out in this 
group, but several of those who have inspected 
the consignment have come away with the opin- 
ion that the son of Wild Waters is probably the 
best. This is a good-sized colt with more than 
a suggestion of the Ben Brush type. He has an 
excellent wide, masculine head and a crested neck 
which give him a commanding appearance. He 
has a good deep middle piece, deep, well sloped 
shoulders, wide quarters, and strong leg muscles. 

The *Maid of Arches colt, a first foal, is me- 
dium big, rugged, and quite impressive, though 
not especially pretty. There is quite a lot about 
him to remind one of Bull Lea, the largest money- 
winning son of *Bull Dog. The writer liked him 
as well as anything else in the consignment. The 
Fairy Eyes colt, a light bay, is strong, substan- 
tial, a little longer than tall, with withers high 
and set well back. 

The quickest colt in the lot is probably the son 
of Rose Eternal, very muscular, wide in the quar- 
ters, and smoothly finished, showing a strong 
influence from his maternal grandsire, Eternal. 
His knees are slightly forward, a fair index 
of soundness. I would guess him to be the first 
stakes winner in the group. The colt from Fire 
Lass is developed in the opposite direction. He is 
big, rough, substantial, big-jointed, thoroughly 
masculine and very strong. 

It will not be very easy to choose the best bar- 
gain among the six *Bull Dog fillies. The daugh- 
ter of Live Time, by High Time, is a good-sized, 
good-looking, wide-quartered, medium long-bod- 
ied, speedy sort. She is strong and quick, with 
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good clean legs set on properly. The My Tide 
filly, which may turn out to be a favorite at 
Saratoga, is big and substantial, more on the leg 
than the average get of *Bull Dog, with a splen- 
did feminine quality. The balance and scope of 
this filly suggest that she may show class at 
Oaks distances. Coldstream’s sister, out of Nim- 
ble Hoof, by Sweep, is, like her flying brother, 
big-bodied, low-set, very strong, well finished, 
and wide across the rear. 

The daughter of the good race mare Barbara, 
dam of the top filly Talma Dee, is wiry, quick, 
fine about the legs, over slightly at the knees, 
with excellent quality. The good racer Fiji, by 
Bostonian, has a filly that is medium small, 
blocky, strong, slightly forward at the knee, and 
round-bodied like the Bostonians. Aloof’s daugh- 
ter is flashy, quick, nervous, and, in comparison 
with the average of *Bull Dog’s get, medium light 
in build. J. A. E.
